He makes the rounds in 
search of news and may not get a line. From some he 
must get news without their knowing it, drawing them in- 
to conversation and obtaining what he wants in sections. 
He may labor for hours in chasing down a rumor only to 
find that there is nothing in it. His local columns stare 
him in the face and demand to be filled with the cream of 
news events and matters of interest. His bounds are 
limited and yet he must-find in each day and all tivo 
the week, month and year something of interest tothe, 
public.
